Church which isin power; whether-true or falſe. 
« © * Preityteriass baye generally. on their fide the Corporations , - & alt

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-. but as they are rich, ſo they 1ye more open to be baraſn'd,whenſoever 
' the black day of tribulation happen's. 

The Indrpendants OF Phanatigques confilt only in Artizans& the mean- 
eſt of the Land, & yetare in ewo things very conſiderable; as firſt, let 
the Geverzment do what it will with chem they cannot be much poorer, 
ſo that inthree months they will recover, & be as they were; In the 
next place, Their c:4frs & trades are ef great concernment to us, 

Ot Papiſts there are ſeven parts of ten Gentlemeni& people of great 
quality, & therefore they fancy that their Religion is probably the 
rruck, becauſe it has been profeſs'd here all along by ſo mary men of 
parts & faſhion; & boaſt that ic is only through Ignorance, or want of 
attention that the whole Nation is not as blind as themſelves, As for 
Perſecation they are not much terrified at 1!, having (as they believe) 
manfully endur'd it ſo many years; beſides by long praQtice they know 
not only all the wayes imaginable to evade the penalties of the Lawe:, 
but alſo by their birth have Relations in all offices, 8& employments, 
that alwayes did, & till do help them when they are in danger to be 
whipr by us, 

This then in three words beiag the intereſ? and are of each party, 
we may the eaſier find out a Remedy for our d:ſorders,which bave ruin'd, 
or at beſt ſtrangely ſhatter'd one of the moſt flouriſhing Kivgdomes in 
the world, 

Ever fince the happy Reſtanration of bis Majeſty, there has been till a 
great Cry in all quarters for Liberty of Conſcience, to which I have been 
great'y inclind, not only out of compaſſion to well meaning deiuded 

ouls, bat out of conviRtion alſo that it would totally root out all SetZr, 
& erronious Opinions from among us: & ſeeing we have found by ex- 
Perience that ſeverity has neither deſtroy'd Popery, which is ſo ridiculous 
ze every body but its Profeflours: nor yet prevented a troub'eſome 
broo'd of our own, I ſay conſidering this, we ought to try what mild- 
ewill eff-&, ſince all wiſe men alter choſe proje&s which they find 
deficient: at leaſt we may maketryal of it for a while, as our maichleſſe 
Parliaments do, that enaQt often Laws to continue but for ſo long, to 
be the better able to ſee whether chey may reap the propoſed advantage 
by them, Nor can this tryal be any wayes prejudicialto us, if it en. 
danger neither the ſouls of men, nor caule a diſturbance in the Covil 
Government. ;
